They have all a flattened look, as if the 
force that demolished them had come 
Straight down from the heavens. The roofs 
are broken to pieces and spread out fiat 
over the foundations. 
arr megs spun to the foundation, 
not Tore than one dwelli house on 
the West Side In the center of the storm's 
path retained (ts shape. All the rest were 
utterly torn to pieces and pushed down into 
the earth. The street running north and 
south between these dwellings is entirely 
overcast with wreckage, but as the debris 
is deeper over the sites of the houses, the 
two rows of demolished structures look like 
two great swaths of houses cut down by 
some colossal reaping machine and thrown 
into irregular swaths by a hay rake that 
was more powerful than careful. 

Contrasting with this appearance of 
having been crushed into the earth as if 
by some mighty tamping machine from 
above, are the very obvious results of 
forces that plainly exerted themselves up- 
wards, circularly, spirally, and, in fact. in 
every direction. Many of the trees have 
all their remaining limbs bent upwords and 
the bark was most often peeled from them 
from the roots upwards. Their poor stumps 
of limbs are the hanging places of a lot of 
miscellaneous rubbish, which varies from 
a costly plece of lace to a strip of tin 
reofing. “hen, too, the myriads of small 
slivers, pieces of boards, planks, roofs of 
houses, bedsteads, trees. clothing, ma- 
chinery and furniture, which are strewn 
everywhere, show how the tornado caught 
up iobjects of great weight, and how it 
tore them to pleces while it was grinding 
structures down into the earth. 

Having swept down these homes, 'the tor- 
nado seemed to reflect. If it went straight 
ahead to the north along the tracks, it 
might, to be sure, have had the satisfaction

A tally of the 
men showed that three score were missing, 
but a moment later a:inumber of miners 
appeared, having escaped by a slope.

but the people. When the trust was or- 
ganized it was viewed with alarm through- 
out the mining country. As is well known, 
labor unions are perhaps stronger in Col- 
orado than in any other Staie. ns is 
true because while the labor unions of 
other States are largely confined to the 
more populous commercial centers, in Col- 
orado they extend to all the min.ng 
camps. 

Under the circumstances surrounding the 
operations of the eight-hour law it is not 
surprising that the people as well as the 
miners are ind.gnant. The contrast between 
the methods of the trust and of the Gueg- 
genheim company, the independent concern, 
which is competing with them furnishes a 
theme for the thinker as well as the agi- 
tator. When the bill providing for only 
eight hours work per day and making it 
compulsory had passed both branches of 
the Assembly, the Guggenhe'm concern 
looked the situation squarely in the face. 
Their employes had been divided into two 
shifts per day of 12 hvurs each. The 
shifts were changed to conform to the law 
and divided into eight hours each and a 
compromise scale agreed upon which, while 
it dd not give the men as much for eight 
hours work as they had been receiving for 
12. it was a liberal advance in the hour 
rate. 

To the $3 12-hour men they propose to pay 
$2.45 per day, an increase from 2% cents to 
30% cents per hour. To the $2.75 12-hour 
men they propose $2.30 per day, an increase 
from 23 cents to 2% cents per hour. To 
the $2.50 12-hour men they propose $2.20 per 
day,‘an increase from 20 5-6 cents to 27% 
cents per hour. To the $2 12-hour men they 
propose $1.80 per day, an increase from 16 2-3 
cents to 22% cents per hour. To te $1.75 12- 
hour men they propose $1.55 per day, an in- 
crease from 14 7-12 cent» per -hour to 19% 
cents per hour. The percentage of increase, 
respectively, has been 3, 32, 35, 5 and 33 
per cent. 

The trust concerns, on the other hand, 
refused to make any advance whatever on 
the hour rate as fixed when the shifts 
were of 12 hours each and the scale 
of wages as thus Ee they propose 
to put into effect under the new law. 

The Siate Executive Board of the Fed- 
eration of Labor last night sent a letter 
to the trust managers, offering a confer- 
ence on the situation. The trust replied 
that there was nothing to confer about. 

Nothing has yet developed to justify a 
prosecution under the new eight hour law, 
as all the men are out of the Grant and 
Globe amelters and the law is in force at 
the Argo. 

The few independent smelters do. not 
have any hesitation in accepting the eight- 
hour law. They say. further, that they 
can run at a profit at the reduced hours 
and increased pay, owing to an agreemen: 
with their men to make the total returns 
equal to the output of ten and twelve hours. 
The mine owners are indignant at the 
shut down, which effectunlly closes down 
most of the leading properties of the State, 
and they lay the responsibility on the 
smelter trust mahagement in New York for 
refusing to treat with the men. They say 
tho truet bas recently advanced the price 
of treating ores over $2 a ton. whereas the 
actual increased cost, under the new sched- 
ule, would not be more than 37 cents a ton. 
On top of this, the trust refused to incur 
any extra charge. as demanded by the 
elieht-hour law. 

It is proposed to organize a mine owners’ 
syndicate to duplicate the plants of the 
trust. which the men with millions in- 
vested in mines say can be erected on a 
more economical basis for one-fifth of the 
price at which they are capitalized. It Is 
contended that the trust smelters are of 
ovsolete types. The chemical plants oper- 
ated by D. H. Moffatt and several Boston 
companies are arranging to double their 
capacities, owing to the antagonism en- 
gendered by the strike against New york 
dictation, and contracts are already oeing 
made with the owners of low-grade mines

In the absence of competition there is 
no limit to price sawe in the ability of the consumer to pay or 
in the good pleasure of the monopolist. 

However that may be, the greatest evil of monopoly ts felt by 
the producer and the working population. The producer must 
sell to one buyer. Competition is destroyed and he is obliged 
to take what that one buyer offers. Owing to the introduction 
of “economies” plants are shut down, the labor force lowered 
and more and more men find themselves turned adrift. 

Monopoly is a wrong from every point of view. It cannot be 
justified by any legic. It ts contrary to the spirit of liberty, 
the deadliest yoe of right. 
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People who are seriously incommoded by the street railway 
blockade at Fourth and Locust streets, or who are shocked by 
the riotous demonstrations and car-smashing tactics of the 
National and Suburban lines, may get from the incident some 
realization of the value and importance of street ruilway fran- 
chise grants. in a fight over a very small street using privi- 
lege the officials of two etreet railway lines do not hesitate 
to smash each other’s cars, impair the street railway service 
and incite riotous and life-menacing demonstrations. It is a 
disgraceful row which disturbs the public peace and greatly 
inconveniences the people, but it is an excellent object lesson, 
a conspicuous example of the franchise-grabbing, public-be- 
d—d policy which has freely turned the streets of St. Louis 
over to street railway corporations.

“Customs tariff is the mother of trusts,” says Mr.. Henry O. 
Havemeyer of the Sugar Trust. 

As Mr. Havemeyer is himseif the father of one of the most 
detestable trusts in existence we may suppose he knows the 
mother. 

It will be hard for the protectionists to break the force of 
such testimony. The popular argument in favor of that form 
of monopoly is that the laboring population of the United 
States is protected from the “pauper labor’ of Europe. But 
according to Mr. Havemeyer, the tariff being the mother of 
trusts is a curse to the workingmen. The combines study 
“economies,” and the working men Know by this time what 
that precious word means for them. 

The trusts and combines have throttled competition at home, 
but the foreign producer, if Iet into the market, may be the 
means of breaking them down. The abolition of every pro- 
tective duty and the imposition of a strictly revenue tariff 
would be a staggering blow to monopoly. That at least 
within the power of Congress. If anti-trust legislation by the 
nationa! legislature is inoperative, aS 80 many lawyers con- 
tend, that body can at least remove the prop which supports 
the robbers.
